Black  Africans  launch  3-day  strike

JOHANNESBURG,  South  Africa  — Bombs  ex- 
loded  on  buses  and  trains  Monday,  the  beginning 
'  a  three-day  strike  by  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
ack  workers  and  students  in  defiance  of  govern- 
:ent  emergency  regulations. 

■  Manpower  Minister  Pieter  du  Plessis  said  the 
’•otest  was  illegal  and  that  workers  who  took  part 
light  be  fired. 

^  .Many  factories  were  closed,  including  all  seven 
"^iajor  auto  plants,  but  the  mining  industry  said  it 
as  virtually  unaffected,  with  only  9,000  of 550,000 
lacks  at  major  companies  missing  work  Mining 
irns  80  percent  of  South  Africa’s  foreign  ex- 
uange. 

Police  in  the  KwaZulu  black  homeland  said  a 
’ebomb  wounded  five  bus  passengers.  The  home- 
!ind  government,  which  opposes  the  strike,  said 
ne  were  hurt.  No  injuries  were  reported  in  sev- 
’al  other  bombings  of  buses  and  of  railroad  cars, 
lacks  and  stations. 

■Scores  of  Schools  were  empty  in  black  townships 


around  Johannesburg,  Cape  Town  and  Durban. 
Several  universities  delayed  final  exams  or  can¬ 
celed  classes. 

Buses  were  stoned  and  there  were  reports  of 
police  gunfire  in  Gu^letu  township  near  Cape 
Town.  Police  and  soldiers  patrolled  in  greater  num¬ 
bers  and  stood  guard  at  some  train  stations. 

A  three-day  strike  would  be  the  longest  nation¬ 
wide  protest  since  an  emergency  was  decreed  June 
12, 1986  to  thwart  a  black  revolt  against  apartheid, 
the  policy  of  race  discrimination  that  reserves 
power  for  South  Africa’s  5  million  whites  and  denies 
the  26  million  blacks  a  voice  in  national  affairs. 

It  is  the  most  ambitious  opposition  effort  since 
the  banning  in  February  of  political  activity  by 
major  anti-apartheid  groups  and  the  largest  black 
labor  federation. 

Among  the  main  targets  were  those  prohibitions 
pd  proposed  legislation  that  would  curtail  the  abil¬ 
ity  of  labor  unions  to  strike.  Black  union  leaders  had 
called  for  a  “national  protest”  without  specifying  a 
strike. 

They  said  they  hoped  to  pressure  business  lead¬ 


ers  into  demanding  the  government  ease  restric¬ 
tions  on  the  anti-apartheid  movement. 

“This  expression  of  opposition  is  one  of  the  few 
remaining  avenues  of  peaceful  and  legitimate 
protest  available  to  us,”  said  Jay  Naidoo,  head  of 
the  predominantly  black  Congress  of  South 
African  Trade  Unions,  the  nation’s  largest  labor 
group. 

If  the  labor  congress  is  barred  from  such 
protests,  “then  the  new  era  of  labor  relations  is 
doomed  and  industrial  stability  is  seriously  jeopar¬ 
dized,”  he  said  in  a  statement. 

Unions  have  accused  employers  of  aiding  an  al¬ 
leged  government  effort  to  weaken  the  black  labor 
movement,  which  became  legal  only  nine  years 
ago.  The  strike  is  viewed  as  a  test  of  strength  for 
the  unions  and  their  allies. 

Employers  normally  have  a  “no  work,  no  pay” 
policy  in  illegal  strikes  but  have  reacted  more 
strongly  this  time.  Some  obtained  court  orders 
prohibiting  calls  for  strikes  at  their  plants.  Others 
threatened  to  dismiss  absentees  or  cancel  ••-ion 
contracts. 


Soviet  train  explodes,  killing  73

MOSCOW  —  Panic-stricken  vic- 
ns  screamed  for  help  and  some 
^ared  nuclear  war  had  broken  out 
hen  a  train  explosion  flattened 
auses  and  shot  flames  and  a  mush- 
om  cloud  skyward,  Pravda  re- 
irted  Monday. 

The  accident  in  Arzamas,  an  indus- 
lial  city  in  the  Soviet  Union’s  Volga 
alley  about  240  miles  east  of 
ioscow,  occurred  Saturday  when 
iree  boxcars  of  a  freight  train  loaded 
ith  industrial  explosives  blew  up. 


Automobiles  were  tossed  in  the  air 
and  windows  were  shattered  as  far  as 
.  a  mile  away,  Soviet  media  said. 

The  official  Soviet  news  agency 
Tass  reported  the  death  toll  at  73. 
Pravda,  the  Communist  Party  news¬ 
paper,  said  it  might  be  impossible  to 
finally  determine  how  many  people 
died  in  the  city  of  90,000. 

“First  I  saw  a  high  column  of  flames 
shoot  up.  Then  I  heard  a  rumbling, 
and  then  a  great  mushroom  cloud 
rose,”  Pravda  quoted  a  witness,  V. 
Dormidontov,  as  saying. 

It  quoted  one  unidentified  weeping 


woman  as  saying,  “The  first  thing 
that  came  to  my  mind  was,  ‘Has  it 
started?”’  a  reference  to  a  nuclear  at¬ 
tack. 

The  report  on  Pravda’s  back  page 
was  the  latest  in  a  series  of  revealing 
dispatches  about  the  accident,  an  ap¬ 
parent  sign  of  Soviet  leader  Mikhail 
S.  Gorbachev’s  policy  of  “glasnost,” 
or  greater  openness.  Accidents  were 
never  reported  in  such  detail  before 
Gorbachev  came  to  power  in  March 
1985. 

What  shocked  Arzamas  residents, 
Pravda  said,  “was . . .  the  crippled  peo¬ 


ple  calling  for  help.”  The  death  toll 
likely  would  mount,  the  newspaper 
said,  noting  that  rescue  workers  were 
still  sfearching  through  rubble. 

The  newspaper  noted  that  an  am¬ 
bulance  was  destroyed  in  the  blast, 
leaving  only  the  wheels  behind.  “We 
know  for  certain  there  was  a  driver,  a 
nurse  and  a  technician  in  the  ambu¬ 
lance.  But  were  there  any  patients?” 
Pravda  asked. 

The  explosion  destroyed  150 
homes,  leaving  600  families  homeless, 
and  severely  damaged  another  250 
buildings,  according  to  Soviet  media.

Alan  Cherry,  a  High  Priest  group 
leader  in  the  Provo  South  Stake  and  a 
black  baptized  into  the  Church  in 
1968,  recounted  that  he  was  “just  as 
elated  as  anyone”  with  the  revelation. 
However,  Cherry  believes  that  while 
many  members  saw  the  announce¬ 
ment  as  “an  event,”  most  black  mem¬ 
bers  perceived  it  “as  a  glorious  part  of 
a  process.” 

Cherry  points  out  that  despite  the 
color  of  one’s  skin,  righteousness  is 
still  a  requirement  for  receiving  the 
priesthood.  “Righteousness  is  still 
the  bottom  line  of  a  church  activity,” 
he  said. 

Cherry  has  compiled  225  oral  histo¬ 
ries  of  black  Church  members  and 
plans  to  write  a  book  based  on  the 
interviews.  “Each  interview  is  a  book 
of  and  in  itself,”  he  said.  Cherry 
stressed  the  need  for  a  work  that  re¬ 
flects  LDS  culture  from  a  black  view¬ 
point.  “We  have  to  acquaint  people 
with  the  history  ...  most  (blacks) 
speak  of  having  a  unique  integrating 
experience,”  he  added. 

Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir  member 


Marilyn  Norris,  a  black  convert  to  the 
Church,  described  the  lifting  of  the 
priesthood  ban  as  “one  of  the  most  fun 
days  of  my  life.  It  was  wonderful,” 
she  said.  Norris,  in  aDeseret  Church 


News  interview,  recounted  that  calls 
came  from  all  over  the  country  once 
the  news  spread.  “We  had  to  take  the 
phone  off  the  hook  so  I  could  feed  my 
son  at  lunch  time,”  she  said.

Ashton  stresses  love, 
fannily  and  continuing

Leadership  positions  are  not  a 
prerequisite  to  being  a  disciple  of 
Jesus  Christ,  said  Marvin  J.  Ash¬ 
ton,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  Apostles,  at  a  17-stake 
fireside  in  the  Marriott  Center  Sun¬ 
day. 

“Callings  and  offices  are  not  as 
important  as  family,  love  and  con¬ 
tinuing,”  said  Elder  Ashton. 

He  used  the  words  of  John  8  to 
describe  a  self-motivator,  and  he 
said  that  the  words  of  these  scrip¬ 
tures  can  be  related  to  relationship 
with  Christ  and  how  we  perceive 
him. 

“For  as  long  as  I  can  remember,  I 
have  had  a  special  love  for  Jesus 
Christ.  'Fruly  he  is  the  master 
teacher,”  he  said. 

“These  scriptures  give  me  the  de¬ 
sire  to  better  understand  and  try  to 
be  and  do  more  like  Jesus  Christ.” 

Elder  Ashton  said  each  day  the 
kingdom  of  our  Heavenly  Father 
rolls  forward,  but  not  without  chal¬ 
lenges.  According  to  Ashton,  to 
have  respect  for  our  brother  Jesus 
Christ  and  never  speak  his  name 
without  reverence  is  very  impor¬ 
tant. 

Elder  Ashton  also  stressed  John 
8  as  it  proposes  certain  characteris¬ 
tics  about  Jesus  Christ: 

•  Christ  was  self-motivated. 

•  He  sought  privacy  and  seclusion. 

•  He  got  a  good  and  early  start  ev¬ 
ery  day.

•  He  spoke  where  and  whenever 
he  could. 

•  He  spoke  eye  to  eye,  person  to 
person,  heart  to  heart. 

•  It  was  important  for  Jesus  Christ 
to  use  a  quiet  time  of  silence  to  lift 
himself  up. 

Ashton  said,  “In  your  roles  as 
leaders  and  students,  having  silent 
periods  can  be  important.  Silence 
can  be  very  powerful.  The  impact  of 
silence  can  prove  many  things.  It 
can  make  you  understand  things 
better  and  feel  guilty  of  your  own 
conscience. 

“Some  of  us  decline  to  be  with 
those  who  have  fallen.  We  feel  they 
are  beneath  or  below  us,”  he  said. 

According  to  Elder  Ashton, 
President  Ezra  Taft  Benson  said, 
“Thank  God  for  good  people.”  El¬ 
der  Ashtoft  added,  “I  thartk  God  for 
you  and  what  you  do.  Take  time  to 
appreciate  the  good  people  around 
us.” 

He  said  Christ’s  great  message 
was  that  he  despised  the  sin  but 
loved  the  sinner.  “I  hope  this  can 
give  us  strength  and  confidence  in 
our  Savior,  Jesus  Christ.” 

He  said,  “It  is  very  rewarding  for 
us  to  know  that  Jesus  believes  that 
the  man  is  greater  then  all  the 
sins.” 

Elder  Ashton  said  sharing  your 
testimony  can  be  a  powerful  ally  to 
someone  in  the  time  of  need  and 
nothing  else  seems  to  work.

Railroad's  practice  unsolved 


Rep.  Nielson  and  Amtrak  at  odds

Congressman  Howard  Nielson,  R- 
Utah,  received  a  “long-awaited  re¬ 
sponse”  from  Amtrak  officials  to  a 
meeting  regarding  the  railroad’s 
practice  of  dumping  raw  sewage  in 
Utah. 

At  the  meeting  on  May  17  Nielson 
met  with  Amtrak  officials,  represen- 
■  tatives  from  railroad  workers  unions. 
Gov.  Norm  Bangerter’s  staff  and  a 
House  subcommittee,  according  to 
Nielson’s  spokeswoman  Ruth  Mc¬ 
Cormick. 

“I  anticipated  a  written  confirma¬ 
tion  of  what  I  thought  was  a  firm  com¬ 
mitment  on  their  (Amtrak’s)  part  to 
take  certain  steps  to  deal  with  this 
problem,”  Nielson  stated.  “V^at  I 
got  was  a  repetition  of  Amtrak’s  “jus¬ 
tification”  for  dumping  sewage  and 
why  they  plan  to  continue  this  dis¬ 
gusting  practice.” 

Nielson  sent  a  letter  to  Amtrak 
serving  notice  that  their  response 
was  “unsatisfactory.”  According  to 
Nielson’s  spokesman  Ken  Salaets,  the 
congressman  will  not  accept  Am¬ 
trak’s  “business-as-usual”  reaction  to 
this  complaint. 

One  of  the  specific  actions  Nielson 
is  requesting  is  that  toilet  facilities  be 


permanently  locked  on  Hi-level  cars, 
which  dump  sewage  when  the  toilets 
are  flushed.  This  would  inconve¬ 
nience  personnel  who  would  be  re¬ 
quired  to  walk  to  the  next  car  to  use 
the  restroom.  Nielson  said  this  would 
save  the  estimated  $4  million  re¬ 
quired  to  modernize  equipment. 

Nielson  added  that  Amtrak  should 
launch  an  immediate  full  inspection  of 
its  Superliner  fleet.  The  investigation 
would  be  to  verify  whether  the  mech¬ 
anism  that  is  supposed  to  prevent  the 
discharge  of  wastes  when  the  train  is 
moving  at  speeds  under  25  mph  is 
working  as  designed.  Nielson  said 
there  are  evidences  that  they  are  not. 

Nielson  has  formally  requested 
that  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services  update  their  1978  re¬ 
port  regarding  the  health  implica¬ 
tions  of  discharging  untreated 
sewage  from  railroad  conveyances. 

“Frankly  I  find  it  hard  to  believe 
that  spraying  railroad  maintenance 
workers  with  human  wastes  does  not 
present  a  health  hazard,”  Nielson 
said. 

Salaets  said  each  time  Amtrak  re¬ 
sponds  to  the  congressman  “it  is  a 
reiteration  of  past  positions.  It  (the 
dumping  problems)  will  eventually  be 
resolved;  it  depends  on  how  much 
pain  they  (Amtrak)  wants  to  go 


through.”  Saleats  said  Amtrak  was 
unwilling  to  add  a  proposed  $1  usage 
fee  per  ticket  nationwide  to  fit  Super¬ 
liners  with  equipment. 

Black  said  that  if  that  proposal 
were  to  be  implemented  it  would  set  a 
precedent  that  would  be  a  potential 
problematic  pricing  policy. 

“Every  time  various  capital 
projects  were  deemed  important  they 
would  want  to  charge  $1  per  passen¬ 
ger. 

“There  are  no  extra  funds  for  capi¬ 
tal  projects,”  Black  said,  “particu¬ 
larly  when  that  matter  of  toilet  dump¬ 
ing  was  carefully  studied  by  the 
Department  of  Health  Education  and 
Welfare.  There  is  a  lack  of  evidence  in 
the  study  identifying  disease  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  dumping  practices.” 


Rex  Lee  to  speak  at  Forum 


Rex  E.  Lee,  former  U.S.  solicitor 
general  and  founding  dean  of  the  law 
school  at  BYU,  will  be  the  Forum 
speaker  at  11  a.m.  today  in  the  de- 
Jong  Conert  Hall,  HFAC. 

Lee  will  discuss  the  religion  clauses 
of  the  First  Amendment.  He  will  also 
explore  the  meaning  of  the  constitu¬ 
tional  prohibition  against  “establish¬ 
ment  of  religion”  and  the  “guarantee 
of  free  exercise”  of  religion  and  why 
they  are  so  important.’ 

Lee  practices  with  the  firm  of  Sid- 
ley  and  Austin,  arguing  almost  exclu¬ 
sively  before  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court 


in  Washington,  D.C.  He  also  teaches 
constitutional  law  at  BYU  as  the 
George  Sutherland  Professor  of  Law. 

In  1963,  Lee  served  as  a  law  clerk 
to  Supreme  Court  Justice  Byron  R. 
White.  He  became  an  associate  in  the 
law  firm  of  Jennings,  Strouss,  Salmon 
and  Trask  in  Phoenix,  Anz.,  in  1964 
and  joined  the  firm  as  a  partner  in 
1967. 

From  1975  to  1977  he  served  as  as¬ 
sistant  attorney  general  in  the  civil 
division  of  the  Department  of  Justice. 
He  was  solicitor  general  from  1981  to 
1985.

Regulators  order  $1 .35  million  payback 

WASHINGTON  —  Federal  regulators  on  Monday  ordered  payment  of  a 
record  $1.35  billion  to  depositors  in  two  insolvent  savings  institutions  in 
California. 

In  rare  move,  the  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank  Board  closed  American  Diver¬ 
sified  Savings  Bank  and  North  America  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  both  of 
Costa  Mesa,  without  arranging  for  a  takeover  by  another  institution. 

Only  10  of  235  failed  S&Ls  handled  since  1981  have  been  resolved  with  a 
straight  payoff  of  depositors. 

Usually,  the  bank  board  pays  a  bonus  to  a  healthy  thrift  to  buy  a  sick  S&L 
because  it  is  cheaper.  At  the  very  least,  the  board  arranges  to  transfer 
deposits  to  another  institution. 

But  bank  board  Chairman  M.  Danny  Wall  said  the  unique  characteristics  of 
the  two  Costa  Mesa  thrifts  made  that  impractical.  They  had  little  value  as 
going  concerns  because  they  had  few  retail  deposits  and  lacked  branch  offices, 
he  said. 

Both  also  relied  on  high-cost,  short-term  deposits  arranged  through  bro¬ 
kers,  which  they  in  turn  lent  out  for  speculative  real  estate  ventures  and  other 
risky  investments. 

Both  institutions  have  been  insolvent  for  some  time.  Regulators  took  over 
the  management  of  American  Diversified  in  February  1986  and  of  North 
America  in  January  1987.

Dukakis  expects  Democratic  nomination 


Michael  Dukakis  converted  dozens  of  delegates  to  his  cause  on  Monday  and 
said  he  was  looking  forward  to  clinching  the  Democratic  presidential  nomina¬ 
tion  in  Tuesday’s  final  round  of  primaries.  Jesse  Jackson  promised  a  firm  but 
polite  push  on  platform  and  rules  issues  at  the  party’s  convention. 

Vice  President  George  Bush,  who  wrapped  up  the  Republican  nomination 
weeks  ago,  said  in  California  that  he  expects  to  find  himself  differing  increas¬ 
ingly  with  administration  policy  as  the  campaign  goes  on. 

“We’ll  probably  be  dragged  into  more  and  more  of  these  things  rather  than 
less,”  he  said  at  a  news  conference  where  he  was  asked  about  one  such 
difference,  his  advocacy  of  a  delay  in  an  off-shore  oil  lease. 

Bush  said  he  would  try  to  campaign  “where  I  don’t  go  out  and  do  something 
to  tear  down  or  be  negative  about  this  president.  It  may  not  always  be  that 
easy.” 

The  vice  president  has  been  urged  by  advisers  to  outline  areas  of  disagree¬ 
ment  with  the  president  to  try  and  reverse  a  decline  in  the  polls. 


“I  can  never  do  enough  when  it  comes  to  helping  chil¬ 
dren,”  said  John  Schneider,  co-chairman  and  host.  “We 
are  so  thrilled  with  the  amount  of  money  raised  each  year, 
and  we  couldn’t  have  done  it  without  the  celebrities  who 
performed  and  helped  out,  and  the  people  who  opened 
their  hearts  and  contributed.”

Do  not  'go  west'  say  California  voters 


LOS  ANGELES  —  For  more  than  a  century,  California  has  been  the 
promised  land  for  those  who  heeded  the  age-old  American  advice  to  “go  west.  ” 
But  now,  the  millions  who  have  gone  west  are  causing  many  others  to  go  to  the 
polls. 

Across  the  state,  and  particularly  in  Southern  California,  voters  are  being 
asked  to  put  the  brakes  on  growth,  at  least  until  the  roads,  sewers  and  water 
supplies  can  catch  up. 

In  last  November’s  local  election  in  California,  15  of  17  ballot  measures 
aimed  at  limiting  growth  won  approval. 

On  Tuesday,  voters  in  Orange  County,  Pasadena,  Hemet  and  San  Marcos 
are  being  asked  to  adopt  growth-related  initiatives.  In  rapidly  developing 
northern  and  western  Los  Angeles  County,  Supervisor  Mike  Antonovich  is 
being  challenged  by  candidates  who  say  he  has  allowed  developers  to  make 
lives  miserable. 

And  more  such  challenges  and  slow-growth  measures  are  in  store  for 
November.  “What  we  have  is  an  authentic  grass-roots  movement,”  said  Bob 
Buster,  who  co-wrote  a  successful  1979  Riverside  growth  initiative. 

Gregory  seeks  national  war  on  obesity 

NEW  YORK  —  They  have  flown  in  from  around  America,  each  filling  two 
airline  seats,  to  lose  weight  and  call  attention  to  Dick  Gregory’s  call  for  “a 
national  war  on  obesity.” 

They  are  a  dozen  very  fat  people,  from  268  to  600  pounds,  to  whom  Gregory 
has  offered  a  free  last  chance  to  lose  weight  —  a  service  the  comedian-turned- 
nutritionist  says  the  government  should  be  rendering. 

“I  never  knew  this  kind  of  obesity  exists,”  Gregory  said  Monday  as  he 
welcomed  some  arrivals  at  LaGuardia  Airport.  “I’m  saying  the  government 
has  to  come  in  and  get  involved.” 

Since  the  case  of  Walter  Hudson,  one  of  several  highly  publicized  obese 
people  who  have  lost  weight  under  Gregory’s  guidance,  “A  group  of  invisible 
fat  people  have  become  visible  and  they’re  all  calling  me,”  Gregory  said. 

The  dozen  will  spend  at  least  a  year  at  a  clinic  Gregory  is  opening  in  upstate 
New-Yerk.-They  will  be  placed  on  a  herbal  diet  and  exercise  routine  devised  by 
Gregory.

The  religion  clauses  of  the  First 
Amendment  are  the  product  of  two 
great  early  leaders ,  J  efferson  and 
Madison.

“This  is  not  your  typical  requiem,” 
said  a  member  of  the  choir,  Jeffrey 
Rice,  a  graduate  student  from  Santa 
Cruz,  Calif.,  working  on  a  master’s 
degree  in  audiology. 

“Many  requiems  are  very  dark  and 
somber,  this  one  has  some  very  cheer¬ 
ful  parts.” 

The  organist  for  the  concert  will  be 
Parley  Belnap,  a  BYU  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  of  music  and  an  organ  instruc¬ 
tor. 

Valinda  Jensen,  a  member  of  the 
choir  and  a  junior  from  Delta  major¬ 
ing  in  vocal  pedagogy,  said  that  many 
extremes  of  emotions  are  displayed 
by  the  music.  “Dr.  Wilberg  really 
brings  out  these  emotions  in  us  and  is 
able  to  capture  the  musical  meaning,” 
said  Jensen. 

“These  are  very  accessible  works, 
both  for  the  performer  and  for  the 
listener,”  said  Wilberg. 

Rice  described  the  music  as  bright 
and  fun.  “They  are  not  really  heavy 
works,”  he  said. 

“The  rhythms  are  upbeat,”  said 
Jensen.  ‘The  works  are  different 
from  the  ordinary.  They  are  a  re¬ 
freshing  change.” 

Student  receives 
first-place  honors 
at  trumpet  contest

A  BYU  trumpeter  recently  blew 
his  way  to  Texas  and  won  interna¬ 
tional  recognition. 

Bret  Jackson,  a  senior  from  Los 
Alamos,  New  Mexico,  majoring  in 
trumpet  performance,  competed  in 
the  recent  International  Trumpet 
Guild  Solo  Competition  and  took  first 
prize. 

“I’ve  looked  forward  to  competing 
in  this  competition  for  quite  some 
time,”  said  Jackson. 

Jackson  said  he  left  BYU’s  Cham¬ 
ber  Symphony  tour  early  to  compete 
in  the  trumpet  guild  competition.  The 
competition  was  held  at  North  Texas 
State,  University  in  Denton,  Texas, 
where  trumpeters  throughout  the 
world  attended  the  Guild’s  interna¬ 
tional  convention. 

The  Trumpet  Guild  is  a  non-profit 
organization  which  brings  together 
musicians  with  a  common  interest, 
Jackson  said. 

“When  I  found  out  I  was  a  finalist  I 
was  really  surprised,”  he  said.  “I  re¬ 
ally  didn’t  think  I  had  a  chance  at 
winning.” 

“By  far  Bret  is  the  best  trumpet 
player  BYU  has  had  since  I  have  been 
here,”  said  David  Blackington,  a 
BYU  associate  professor  of  trumpet 
performance. 

Jackson  said  he  competed  against 
trumpeters  throughout  the  world  un¬ 
der  the  age  of  25.  Each  musician 
played  two  pieces,  one  was  taken 
from  a  list  of  required  pieces  and  the 
other  was  a  concerto.  They  all  com¬ 
peted  for  a  prize  of  $450. 

“Winning  this  award  is  a  real  ac¬ 
complishment,”  said  Blackington. 

While  Jackson  was  at  the  conven¬ 
tion,  he  also  auditioned  for  a  lead 
trumpet  position  with  the  Chicago 
Chamber  Brass.  He  was  the  only  one 
at  the  convention  to  be  named  a  final¬ 
ist  for  the  position.  According  to 
Jackson,  he  will  compete  in  Chicago 
on  Wednesday  against  five  or  six 
other  trumpeters  for  the  job. 

“Winning  first  prize  and  being 
named  a  finalist  for  the  Chicago 
Chamber  Brass  has  given  me  a  lot 
more  confidence,”  said  Jackson. 

“It  also  makes  things  a  little  more 
scary  because  people’s  expectations 
rise,”  he  said. 

Jackson  said  he  wasn’t  sure  he 
would  take  the  chamber  position  if  he 
was  offered  it.  “There  is  a  lot  of  high 
stress  involved.  Quartet  music  is  hard 
because  you’re  playing  all  the  time.” 

Although  he  has  received  this 
recognition,  Jackson  said  he  has  much 
more  work  ahead. 

According  to  Blackington,  Jackson 
has  all  the  potential  to  become  a  pro¬ 
fessional  trumpeter.  “If  he  were  to 
become  a  member  of  the  Chicago 
Chamber  Brass,  he  would  gain  the 
opportunity  to  perform  profession¬ 
ally.”
